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DETAILED ACTION 

Continuation of 3: 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of canceled 
claim 3, which would require further consideration with respect to the dependent claims. 
Continuation of 13: 

Regarding the applicant's arguments that "Callaway does not suggest using the 
transmitted power levels to calculate a difference of any kind. Rather, Callaway uses 
the transmitted power level simply to maintain power levels within a set tolerance (see 
col. 7, lines 23-41)" (see page 10 of the remarks); the examiner respectfully disagrees. 
While the applicant noted section of Callaway provides a means for maintaining power 
levels within a short ranged piconet, transmitted power is also used for location 
determination. It can be seen in the abstract that Callaway's technique uses " received 
signal strength indicator (RSSI) values in conjunction with transmitted power levels to 
determine the relative location of each device within a small network " (lines 2-6). Path 
loss calculation data for all paths of the piconet is provided to a master device (see col. 
8, line 49-col. 9, line 15) to estimate a tomography of the system. As is known in the 
art, path loss is measured by a difference in the power of a transmitted signal and 
received signal (various multi-path propagation are also taken into account).
